tinental lines have adjourned and the 
rates made by the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fé for the National Educational 
Association in Los Angeles in July will 
stand. The rates will be $52 for the 
‘round trip from Missouri river common 
points. The selling dates will be June 


with the final return limit September 4. 

Ofeall business which goes t over 
the Ogden gateway lines, in- 
cludes all the Omaha roads, and returns 
via Portland, an extra $5 will have to 
be paid. Whether the roads will pay it 
to hold their rate equally with that of 
the Southern Pacific and the Santa Fé 
or add it to the price of the ticket is a 
problem yet to be solved. If the price 
be added to the ticket, a person may go 
from Kansas City to Los Angeles and 
return by Portland for $64.50, while 
from Omaha the same trip will cost 
$69.50. The Southern Pacific avill charge 
$12.50 for che haul from San Francisco 
to Portland, and in addition the Ogden 
gateway lines will have to pay the 
same road. $5 extra for the return haul 
from Los Angeles to San Francisco. 

Of the $52 which is:to be charged for 
tHe straight ticket, $2 goes to ahe edu- 
cational association. If the passenger 
returns by Portland, $25 will go t6 one 
of the northern lines. The Southern 
Pacific will get $13.25 for the haut from 
Ogden to Los Angeles, and this leaves

ADMIRAL DEWEY’S HEA LTH. 


Believed That it is Giving Way to 
the Enormous Strain. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPOUT.] 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—When his 
attention was called to the statement 


. from Vancouver to the effect that Ad- 


miral Dewey is breaking down and can- 
not last a month longer, Secretary 
Long said that he had no information 
whatever on this point. The stories 
of the admiral’s ill-health have been 
in circulation with more or less per- 
sistency for the past four months. 
They ore all traceable to private re- 
ports efd though officers of the navy 
who have returned recently from Ma- 
nila state that Dewey's health so far 
as it could be gauged from his appear- 
ance. appears to be about the same 


as it has been for the past year; they 
agree that the private reports probably 
have a fair basis of fact. 

It is not denied by these officers that 
the admiral has changed in his appear- 
ance natably within the past year. His 
hair is undoubtedly whiter and his fig- 
ure. shows signs of weakness | which 
might be expected to come. with ad- 
vancing years. Dewey will be 62 years 
of age next December, and for many 
years has not been a_- strong man 
physically. Meantime he has had im- 
posed upon him the most severe and 
exacting duties so that it is but natural 
that his frail physique should show 
the effect of the tremendous strain. 

It is said by persons .familiar with 
the Philippine climate that the second 
year is the hardest to bear for a Cau- 
cassian, and Dewey will soon begin his 
second year there. In addition to this 
he labors under’ the drawback- of 
having undergone a most_ severe 
surgical operation for the relief of his 
liver. A man needs a sound liver in 
the Philippines, of all places. These 
facts lead naval officers to believe re- 
ports that Dewey is showing signs of 
physical strain. 

On the other hand, as already stated, 
there is absolutely no official evidence 
on file at the department to show that 
the statement is true. The medical 
history of Admiral Dewey is among 
the records of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery. They show every ail- 
ment that he has experienced since he 
has been in the navy, as well as the 
result of the physical examniations he 
has undergone when he has been pro- 
moted from time to time. 

But these do not disclose any com- 
plaint at this time. The admiral has 
not been made the subject of any sick 
report since he went to Manila. Some 
time ago the President feared that the 
great strain he was under might over- 
tax him, so he cabled, through Secre- 
tary Long, permission to return to the 
United States. The admiral declined 
to avail himself of this perimssion, and 
asked permission to stay in the Philip- 
pines, saying that he felt that his duty 


begun at Manila. 

The President granted the request, 
and Dewey remained, though he is free 
to return to the United States when- 
ever he cares to do_so, and the de- 
partment will relieve him by cable 
orders. In that case, Capt. N. ; 
Dyer, the commander of the Baltimore, 
who is the senior captain on the Asiatic 


American squadron temporarily, and 
would be relieved later by one of the 
rear-admirals recently created, nearly 
all of whom are anxious to assume 
active flag rank before retirement. 


CHANGE IN COMMAND, 


Col. Anderson Will Succeed Gen.

Crops and Markets. | 
¥ THIS writing—Thursday after- 
noon—only a sprinkle of rain has 
yet fallen, but the clouds have 
been gathering for the past twen- 

ty-four hours, and the indications are 
that there may be a downpour by the 
time this issue goes to press. The out- 
look for rain is increased by the fact 
that copious showers have been falling 
in the section north of Tehachepi. 

The early part of the past week was 
remarkably warm for this time of year, 
this heat naturally adding to the effect 
of the protracted drought, and hasten- 
ing the disappearance of the green tinge 
which the hills had begun to assume in 
this section, after.the rain early in the 
year. In considering the effects of the 
insufficient rainfall, it should not be 
forgotten that in many sections. of 
Southern California—it may be said, in 
most sections—they have received more 
rain than in Los Angeles. Indeed, re- 
ports from interior points are by no 
means so gloomy as might be expected 
by those who have not traveled through 
Southern California, outside of Los An- 
geles. However, throughout a_ large 
part of this section grain and hay are 
showing the effects of the dry weather, 
particularly within the past few days, 
owing to the desert winds, and unless 
rain falls soon these crops will be a 
failure. Advices received by, the local 
Weather Bureau report ¢hat the warm 
weather Caused deciduous fruits to 
bloom rapidly. Orchardists are irrigat- 
ing trees. Owing to lack of pasture 
some farmers are turning their stock 
inte the barley fields. 

Over two-thirds of the oranges are 


gathered and shipped. The has 


been lighter than was expected early in 
the season, and consequently there is 
likely to be something of a shortage in 
the market. Fancy fruit has been 
bringing good prices. 

In the local produce market potatoes 
have been advancing. Apples are also 
high in price and scmewhat_ scarce, 


prices. Advices from the North state 
that there is an active demand, but that 
most of the steck is in the hands of 
speculators, whe are firm holders. The 
outlook for dried fruit is decidedly good, 


stocks being well cleaned up, and the 
market constantly widening. 

Look Cut for Linnets. 

INNETS are repoited to be doing 


much dam2zge in the apricot and 

- almond groves, where they have 
been, eating large quantities of buds. 
A. R. Sprague, president of the 
Southern California Deciduous Fruit 
Exchange, writes to The Times as “fot=- 
lows: 
“Permit me to warn all apricot and 
almond-growers to keep a sharp watch 
for linnets. A man came to this office 
a day or two ago to say that because 


-of the dry weather the buds and blos- 


s0oms were dropping from ‘the: trees. 
Upon careful examination this is 
shown to he the work of linnets. These 
‘-hirds are likely to be unnoticed unless 
in large numbers, and yet only a few, 
working steadily, will utterly ruin a 


fine prospect for fruit. 


~“T once found forty acres almost en- 
tirely disbudded before the owner had 
noticed anything wrong with his trees. 
Look on the ground under the trees, 
and if you find buds or blossoms bit- 
ten off and scattered there, get a shot- 
fun and watch for the wicked little. 
pests. They* won't: work after the 
fruit gets as large as a’grain of wheat, 
so that the labor will not’ be a long 
one.”’ 

Another correspondent, W. M. Bris- 
tol cf East Highland, suggests a plan 
that he has found more effective than 
the use-cf-a shotgun. Mr. Bristol says: 

“Last Monday morning I cut ten or- 
anges in halves, sprinkled powdered 
strvchnine on them and stuck them on 
Sharpened. stubs of branches in the 
five apricot trees in my domestic or- 
chard. The dead birds picked up in 
four days under those five apricot 
trees—and the neighboring peach trees 
—numbered 180. Scattering birds 
noticed within a radius of one-fourth 
of a mile indicate the total slaughter 
to have exceeded 200. All but two of 
the slain were linnets—a large sap- 


sucking woodpecker and a wild canary 


being the excentions. 

“I do not know who first suggested 
using oranges as bait for the linnet, 
but I do know the prescription to be 
effective. At this season there is no 
other fruit from:which the birds can 
satisfv their hunger, and they are not 
shrewd enough to puncture the © or- 
anges for themselves. Hence they 
pounce upon the bait, without a sus- 
picion of danger, and in a few moments 
are permanently cured of the fruit-eat- 


“If every fruit-grower in the State 
would make a systematic raid on the 
feathered pests at the time they are 
eating apricot buds (February. and 


\ March.) the result would be a saving 


in fruit a hundredfold greater than 
Ahe cost of the warfare.” ' 

In this connection, it should be re- 
membered that many birds do more 
good to our farmers, in destroying in- 
sect pests, than the amount ef damage 
Which they accomplish in eating fruit 
and buds. Just at the present time, 
however, the evidence seems to be 
very strong against the linnets, and 
many of them will prdbably have to go.

: E. CRANDALL writes to The 
Times as follows on the subject of 

“" a proposed complete. organization 
of the fruit-growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia, to advance their interests and 

-secure better prices for the crop. 

The idea ddvanced by Mr, Crandall 
is an excellent one, but, unfortunately, 
there is every reason to doubt that it 
Is feasible. The experience of the past 
few years among the farmers and fruit- 
growers of California, shows that it is 
extremely difficult to get them to work 
in harmony, or to combine, even when 
their interests are manifestly at stake. 
This has been shown in the case of the 
existing fruit organizations of Southern 
California, which have done much good 
work and could have accomplished a 
great deal more if it had“ been found 
possible to sécure the codperation of 85 
or 90 per cent. of the fruit-growers, in- | 
stead of only about half. 

Another example of the same kind is 
found just now in the San Joaquin Val- 
fey, where a strong effort is being made 
to combine the raisin men and secure 
living prices for the crop. Yet, in spite 
of the fact that prices of raisins have 
been forced down so law that some 
vineyardists have dug up, their vines, 
it has, so far, been found impossible to 
get even half the raisin men of the val- 
ley to enter into a reasonable agree- 
ment for their own protection. 


As for Mr. Crandall’s suggestion that 
the Chamber of Commerce might take 
charge of such an organization as he 
suggests, should it be formed, we are 
fairly sure that the chamber would not 
for a moment consider such a proposi- 

tion, although it would, of course, do 
anything reasona to assist any steps 
that might be taKen-in~-that direction. 
The Chamber Commerce has had 
sufficient. experfence in that line to 


realize that the suggestion of Mr. 
‘Crandall for a strong organization of 
all the fruit-growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia can unfortunately only be con- 
sidered at present as a beautiful dream 
which may possibly be realized at some 
time in the future, when stern neces- 
sity shall have taught our farmers the 
truth of the saying, “In union ‘there is 
strength.”’ 


“The editorials “Where are They, at? 
and ‘The Canal and the Fruit-growers,’ 
in your issue of February 17, wherein 
the interests of the fruit-growers of 
this section were so ably championed, 
prompts me to again seek space in your 
columns. Brevity being the soul of 
wit, I will be as brief as subject will 
permit, giving only outlying lines. 

“The isolation such as we of South- 
ern California enjoy, should bring to- 
gether into one great union or associa- 
tion every fruit-grower and horticul- 
turist who has the interest of his call- 
ing at heart. ‘In union there is 
Strength’ is certainly applicable when 
dealing with this subject. The insula- 
tion we occupy,-so far as other sections 
of the country are concerned, is’ very 
unique; almost like an island in the 
sea connected with the outer world by 
long trestles of steel through oceans 
desert sand. The entire varied frui 
interesis—every fruit-grower and ship- 
per in Southern California—should 
come together and form an incorpor- 
ated association—a trust, if you please 
—Southern Fruit Company of Ken- 
tucky—not an effort at an amalgama- 
tion of a lot of precarious associations 
such as at present exists, which al- 
ways brings dissensions and ultimately 
disintegration, but one great union of 
the whole. Draw bylaws that will be 
binding, offensive and defensive. Stand 


and labor harmoniously together for 
the good of all. Such an association 
could wield a migtity power, and by 
eliminating” all politics, working for 
self-interest, could, in my opinion, elect 
members of Congress and all legisla- 
tors from Southern California, and al-. 
ways command the electign of a United 
States Senator of our owh. 

‘The shipments last season amounted 
to 15,000 cars, containing 5,050,000 boxes 
of oranges, besides large shipments of 
‘citrus and deciduous fruits: 
the head of this association a board of 
directors of known and demonstrated 
executive ability, give the  asso- 
ciation the power to _ tax each 
member, say 2 cents per box 
(or 
value,) on every box of fruit produced 
and shipped,. thereby making the tax 
light on small fruit-growers and pro- 
portionately heavy on those who can 
afford it. This would yield a revenue 
of some _ $150,000 to $200,000, a goodly 
sum, indeed, which should be used only 
for advancing the interests of fruit- 
growers and seeking the most advan- 
tageous markets. 

“The curee of this generation is in 
the combined effort seemingly of every 
line of thought to cheapen the product 
of mankind. Economics, science. of 
wealth, methods of developing public 
wealth, in.my opinion, requires com- 
bined effort to enhance values instead 
of always, assiduously so, laboring to 
reduce them. 

“For instance, the saving in freight 
of 45 cents per box on oranges or % 
cent per pound on dried fruits would 
not, under present conditions, add 1 
cent profit to the producer; it would 
simply cheapen the product to the con- 
sumer, and my contention is that it 
would have the tendency of reducing 
values instead of assisting the pro- 
ducer. That is not the proper method 
of assisting the fruit-growers. 

“I scarcely think there is a mer- 
chant on the Pacific Coast who will 
gainsay the statement that more money 


when freightg@ to’ the Coast from. the 
East were $4 per hundred, than today, 
when freightsS on the same classed 
articles are $1 per hundred. I am well 
aware, however, that to accomplish 
the contention of my thesis the en- 
hancement of values must come all 
along the line of production, not 
to any one class alone. 3 

“TI wotld suggest that a fruit asso- 
ciation could be managed through and 
in conjunction with our Chamber of 
Commerce. Have a board of directors 
selected from throughout Southern 
California with offices and executive of- 
ficers located in the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Have telephone’ connection 
with every village and hamlet in the 
fruit sections. and well-informed rep- 
resentatives to visit at stated periods 
every fruit district and study their 
needs and desires. Doing everything 
possible to enhance values by improv- 
ing the quality, production, gathering, 
curing and shipping of same. Then 
procure ihe best talent possible to 
represent the association throuhout the 
fruit-consuming section of the Central 
East, es the progressive merchants of 
today, throughout the world, seek busi- 
ness by direct representation. Make it 
their business to appoint reliable rep- 
resentatives at accessible points in 
fruit-consuming sections, whose duty 
will be to keep the home office thor- 
oughly advised of market—eonditions, 
thereby preventing 
and crushing of values at any one 
point. This can be accomplished, and 
admirably so, by concentered action by 
one thorough organization, not an ac- 
cumulation of small associations where 
jealousies and contentions arise and 
disintegration surely follows. 

“While on this point and not wishing 
to provoke argument or adverse criti- 
cism or to deviate from my subject ex- 
cept to draw reasonable conclusions, I 
will state that any Nicaragua Canal 
transportation can be of but little ad- 
vantage to our fruit-growers. On in- 
vestigation, I find that less than 10 per 
cent. of the 15.000 cars shipped last year 
(less than 1500 carloads.) reached a 
point within 300 miles of the Atlantic 


| seaboard. The great central cities and 


sections of the United States are what 
we must depend upon. Add to any 
water transportation from Pacific ports 
to the Atlantic seaboard, be it ever so 
low, the necessary expenses to insure 
safety and required rail freight back 
to these great central sections, upon 
which we must depend, ‘and there can 
be but little difference, if any, from 
present rates. So. why sit idly by and 
wait for the building of a waterway 
that can be of but little service? My 
advise is to be up and doing. Try and 
take advantage of all conditions as 
they now exist, and wait no longer for 
canal-building or any other problemat- 


ical benefits arising from such 
sources.” 

Wind-breaks and Orchards... 


the Ventura Free Press recently 
wrote as follows: 

“That the wind-breaks and shade 
trees along the roads and around the 
orchards are slowly but surely being 
sacrificed is clearly evidenced by a ride 
through the country around our town. 
Our orchardists are concluding as has 
already been concluded in many other 
localities in Southern California, that 
the harm done to the fruit trees by far- 
reaching roots and shade, is far greater 
than the harm done by the winds.”

The State Board of Horticulture. 


HE TIMES has received the pre-_ 


liminary report of the State Board 


“of Herticulture for the years 1897- | 


98, with the compliments of Alexander 
Craw, the efficient quarantine officer 
of the board. The report, which is il- 
lustrated with a number of engravings, 
contains a large amount of interesting 
matter regarding what the board«has 
accomplished during the past year, es- 


pecially as regards the inspection of | 


steamers and sailing vessels arriving 
in the State. There is also a review 
of the past two fruit seasons, an article 
on new fruit acreage of the State, a 
large amount of information regarding 
fruit pests, and reports from thirteen 
county boards of horticultural commis- 
sioners. 

The State Board of Horticulture was 
organized for the promotion of the 
horticultural interests of the State in 
1881, as an advisory board, and in 1883 
was created a department by law. The 
law creating the board provides that 
its members shall be specially qualified 
by practical experience and study, in 
connection with the industries depend- 
ent upon. horticulture, and it is com- 
posed of the most experienced horticul- 
turists of the State. It maintains its 
headquarters in the State Capitol, and 
a branch office in San Francisco, at 
the Clay-street dock, where fruit-grow- 
ers and others can call or write for 
information on any subject pertain- 
ing to the fruit industry. 


The board meets in regular sessions 
semi-annually, and the Executive Com- 


mittee quarterly. Special meetings are 


also held when necessary. 

Among other good work done by the 
board is the securing of strict quaran- 
tine laws and the formulation of quar- 
antine regulations, which have been 
enforced. An official, with assistants, 
is maintained in San. Francisco, to in- 
spect every ship for plants which, if 
found to be infested by dangerous in- 
sect pests or diseases, are quarantined, 
disinfected or destroyed. 

The Postmaster-General has been re- 
quested to allow packages containing 
plants for cuttings coming through the 
mail to be examined before they are 
delivered, as there is danger of import- 
ing injurious insects upon them. A 
consideration. of this request is still 
pending. 

Among other work accomplished by 
the board, and mentioned in this re- 
port, has been the promoting of con- 
ventions of fruit-growers, and the. or- 
ganization of fruit unions for the sale 
of citrus and deciduous fruits, the pub- 
lication of a bulletin on frost protec- 
tion, also of reports and bulletins on 
various horticultural subjects, which 
have been distributed among the fruit 
growers of the State, a search for bene- 
ficial insects in foreign countries, agi- 
tation against adulterated olive oil, and 
the securing of a law regulating the 
sale of imitation olive oi), 

This is only a small part of the work 
accomplished by the State Board of 
Horticulture, but itis sufficient to show 
that the organization is a valuable 
one to the farmers of the State, com- 


paratively few of whom realize how |

QUEEN’S JOURNEY POSTPONED. 


Did not Cross to France on Account 
of a Little Sea. ‘ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, March 9.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Queen has postponed her 
departure to the South of France un- 
til Saturday next in consequence of the 
storm in the channel. The postpone- 
ment of Her Majesty’s departure is a 
striking illustration of the extreme care 
and of the precaution in which she is 
surrounded. and the enormous amoulht 
of machinery which is necessary when 
she travels. » 

Instead of going in her own yacht to 
Cherbourg, as usual, she decided to 
avoid the long trip, and go from 
Folkestone to Bologne-Sur-Mer in a 
special passenger boat, which has been 
entirely changed for the eighty min- 
utes’ trip. All sorts of staging~ and 
‘platforms have been erected at Folke- 
stone, where Rear-Admiral John Ful- 
lerton. aide-de-camp of the Queen, who 
has been in command of the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert sinceg 1884, 


superintending the arrangements. 

Two trial trips have already been 
made, and everything was in readiness 
for today. At Bologne-Sur-Mer, in ad- 
dition to a large force of gendarmes 
and customhouse officials, two bat- 
talions of infantry were in readiness, 
while the entire railroad line to Nice 
was guarded by soldiers, posted at in- 
tervals, supplementing the usual force 
of railroad employés detailed for duty 
in such emergencies. 

The French government is taking un- 
usual precautions on account of _§ the 
supposed hostility of.a portion of the 
people to the Queen.

MYSTERIOUS INJURY. 


ASSAULT WHICH WAY PROVE 
A MORDER, 


TO 


Veteran John Kief Who Was Found 
at Soldiers’ Home, Probably In- 


jured by One or Two of His 
Comrades—They Had Been 
Drinking. 


John Kief, member of the Soldiers’ 
Home, as was reported yesterday Morn- 
ing, was found by the side of the elec- 
trie railroad track with a fractured 
&kull, late Wednesday evening. (It 
was too late when he was found to as- 
certain any of the facts connected with 
his injury, though it was then taken 
for granted that he had been injured 
accidentally, and indications were that 
he had fallen from one of the electric 
cars. It seems, however, that this 
supposition was erroneous, the facts 
now indicating that he’ was injured by 
one OF more of his companions. 

It was learned last night at Santa 
Monica that on the evening of the 
trouble, about 5 o'clock, Kief was in the 
Pacific Garden saloon, having placed 
his cane in a corner of the bar-room. 
While there, (. Dougherty, another vet- 
eran, belonging to Co. F of the home 
took the cane and started off. Kief 
demanded his property, but it was de- 


nied him. Joe Backer, proprietor of 
the place, says that He witnessed this, 
and, that when Kief found that he 


could not get the cane, there were hot 
words between the two veterans. 
They separated, but later met on the 
electric car, which left Santa. Monica 
at about 9 o'clock. They made the 
trip to the home on the front end of 
the ear, being accompanied by another 


veteran,

and Kief had admitted to Backer that. 


he. was drunk for the first: time in 
eight months. | | 
Last evening a representative of the 
Times saw Dougherty at Santa Mon- 
ica.

IRON AGE REVIEW. 


Blast Furnace Statistics Show Fur- 
ther Decline—Steel Market. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.1 
NEW YORK, March 9.—In its review 
of trade conditions, the Iron Age will 
today say: 
“Our monthly blast-furnace statistics 
are of special significance b2:ause they 
show a further c-¢cline in the active ca- 
pacity at work. The coke and anthra- 
cite furnaces runi.i-¢ on February 15 
were rated at $232,6.2 tons per week. 
On March 1 the output was estimated 
at 223,865 tons per week, a falling off of 
8808 tons per week. Furnace stocks at 
the same time declined 57,000 tons. 
“The February producte throughout 
the country was far below executions. 
Thus in the Pittsburgh district, the fur- 
naces which on the basis of their Janu- 
ary make, were expected to produce in 
February a little over 63,000 tons per 
week, actually made little more than 


per week. Aside-from this 


considerable reduction, due to climatic 
conditions, the ovens for the past two 
months have pretty thoroughly proved 
that new capacity cannot be made 
available over night. That preparations 
are going on in different parts of the 
country on an extensive scale is cer- 
tainly true, but consumers of iron must 
reckon with «he fact that it takes as 
many months to get ready as it does 
weeks, by. estimates. 

“American managers deservedly pos- 
sess a-reputation for their ability to 
rush, but in spite of that fact our fur- 
nace capacity does not possess che elas- 
ticity for which it is given credit. The 
present very lucrative prices will bring 
every old pot into line, but it takes 
time to accomplish the feat of putting 
the cripples on their legs. In the’ mean 
time the pig-iron markets are being 
swept bare of supplies for longer / and 
longer periods. There have been heavy 
sales in the Northwest, our Chicago 
correspondent reporting sales of foun- 
dry iron aggregating 35,000 tong, to 40,- 
900 tons: It is a noteworthy facet that 
in spice of our rapid advance, the 
southern makers have still been selling 
iron for export. 

“Recent advices from Europe indi- 
cate that the latest trouble there is 
the searcity of furnace coke. Little is 
heard of late from those who preach 
moderation as a sacred duty, everybody 
is too busy harvesting to worry about 
the weeds in the next crop. 

“The steel market is at a standstill.

ask. The western bar mills are said to 7 
have practieally concluded their plan 
of consolidation, which is to take in 
thirty-four out of thirty-eight works in 
the territory weat and south of a line 
drawn through Pittsburgh.

Schley of New York are to finance the 
undertaking, which, according to pres- 
ent plans,’ is to provide about. $1,500,000 
for the building of a modern steel plant ~ 
on the shore of Lake Erie, probably in 
the Cleveland district. The capacity of 
the western and southern mills is said 
to be about 900,000 tons of bars an- 
nually. 

“The tube consolidation has not yet 
reached the point where the underwrite 
ing syndicate is ready to accept sub- 
scriptions. 

“The American Steel and Wire Come 
pany have strengthened their hold on 
raw material and on wire rods, by the 
purchase of the plant of the Schoen- 
berger Steel Company of Pittsburgh. 

“Heavy requests continue to come in 
for finished material of all kinds, and 
the famine in such lines as plates cone- 
tinues unabated.’

derstand that the highest interests of 
their country will be best subserved 
by coéperation with the Americans. 

- Mr. Barrett is intimately acquainted 
with the character, habits, and tradi- 
tions of the inhabitants of the Philip- 
pimes, and his opinions are therefore 
entitled to more weight than they 
would be -were they merely the-epin--} 
ions of an uninformed individual, It 
is*certainly to be hoped that the vicw 
which he takes of this matter is cor- 
rect. The situation is so plain tat 
even the most obtu:e of the Filipinos 
ought not to misunderstand it. The 


only wise and safe course for these 
misguided pecple to pursue is one 
similar to that pursued by the _ in- 


habitants of the island of Negros, wto 


_ received the Americans with mani- 


festations of rejoicing. 

The Filipines have nothing to gain, 
and they have everything to lore, by 
resistance to American authority. — It 
is not our aim to oppress them, nor 
to rob them of any rights which be- 
Jong to free mon. Eut first all, 
peace and tranquillity must te re- 
stored throughout the archipelago. In 
the present condition cf chaos, there 
is no foundaticn upon which a stable 
government can be built. We cannot 
honorably withdraw from the islands. 
if we were so inclined. Our duty lics 
there, and it is as plain as the noon- 

day sun. We shall perform that duty 
in spite of opposition, whether i° 
come from the Filipinos or from any 
other source. And when. we shall 
_have completed the work to which we 
have set our hands, the Filipines 
themselves, and the world at large, 
will be ready to acknowledge that it 
was for the best. 

The degree of freedom 
pendence which the 
the Philippines enjoy will. 
principally upon themselves. If they 
prove to be apt pupils in the science 

_ of government, they will speedily find 


inde- 


themselves virtually in full control of | 


their own affairs, under a better sys- 
tem of civil government than they 
could establish for themselves, with 
the largest degree of liberty consistent | 
with political stability and = civic 
safety. If they prove not to be apt 

_ pupils, they must be held in some form 
of tutelage until they shall have 
made sufficient progress to warrant 
the widening of the bounds of their 
political autonomy.

A DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 
The movement for the creation by 
Congress of a new Cabinet depart- 
ment, to be known as the Department 
of Commerce and Industry, will

FIELD FOR AMERICAN MONEY. 


M. Andre Advises Capitalists to In- 
west in the Philippines. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 9.—Edouard C. 
Andre, the Belgian Consul at Manila, 
is at the.Hotel Marlborough. He will 
be in New ‘York a month trying to form 
a stock company with a capital of 
$10,000,000 for investment in the Philip- 
pine Islands. Mr. Andre is confident 
there is a great field for American Capi- ~ 
tal in the Philippines, and the com- 
pany which he hopes to form proposes 
to put the money in the development 
of a railroad system for the islands. 
Mr. Andre thinks that more than 1500 
miles of railroad can be run very 
profitably in various parts of this coun- 
try’s acquisitions, and off hand puts 
the cost of building such a railroad at 
$30,000 a mile. 

According to Mr. Andre only one- 
tenth of all the territoy is in a state of 
cultivation,-the land uncultivated being 
quite as good as that which is being 
worked.. This land, he assumes, colo- 
nizers from the country can receive 
free of cost as land grants from the 
United States government. He says 
1500 or 2000 acres would not be a large 
grant for an individual. One thou- 
sand dollars,- he says, would clear 200 
acres of land for cultivation. 

Mr. Andre has may specimens of 
Philippine products, ncluding coal, 
iron, copper and. gold.

STREET LABORERS PROTECTED. 
Dishonest Contractars Can not Now 
Cheat Their Workmen., 


Councilman Toll received information 


protected from the actions of dishonest 
contractors, has become a law, having 
received the approval of the Governor. 
The new law provides that all con- 
tracts for street work the successful 
bidder shall file, in addition to his 
bond for the faithful performance of 
his contract, an additional bond secur- 
ing the payment of the wages due the 
men employed on the work, and also 
the payment of all bills for material 
With which the work-is one. Within 
the past year complaints of the acts 
of dishonest contractors have  fre- 
quently been made by workingmen, 
and, although the City Council made 
every effort to remedy the evils, they 
were powerless. One or two of these 
contractors, and all of them were 
known, had a practice of issuing to 
their men time checks, payable only 
at a certain. saloon, and when they 
were presented they were good only for 
drinks at that place. The poor men 


their families. Others of the contract- 
ors of the dishonest class simply dis- 
charged their men without paying 
them, and it was impossible for the 
men to get their wages, as the con- 
tractors were not worth the amounts 
due the men. So frequent did these 
complaints become that the bill for the 
protection of the men was prepared 
long before ‘the Legislature assem- 
bled, and there was no difficulty in 
securing its adoption. 

Another bill before the Legislature, 
in which this city was greatly inter- 
ested, was that providing that cities 
may, if they so desire, unite the of- 
fices of City Assessor and Tax and Li- 
cense Collector with similar county of- 
fices, the work to be done by the 
county officers, thus saving the city the 
cost of these two departments. It was 
ascertained that there are legal ob- 
stacles in the way of any such law, and 
if it was passed in a form that would 
overcome these obstacles it would not 
be as effective as is desired. The 
friends of the measure have therefore 
decided to abandon the effort to get the 
bill passed, and it will probably not be 
reported by the committee to whom it 
has been referred. 


WO NEW CASES REPORTED. | 
One a Former Suspect, the Other 
not Unexpected, but Serious. 
Two new cases and no additional 
suspects to hear from later, was 
yesterday's record of the smallpox 
situation. Barly yesterday Ymorning 
the reports of suspected cases were 
so’ frequent that Health Officer Powers 
stated that he feared a new crop of 
eases had arrived. He left his office 
before noon to visit all the cases that 
had been reported, and also to. see 
those which were classed as suspects 
the day before. The result of his 
trip was the finding that one of the 
suspected cases had developed into 
smallpox, and that one of the newly- 
reported cases was really a case of the 
dreaded disease. All of the others 
were pronounced something other than 

smallpox. 

One of the new cases is an eight- 
months-old’ child whose home is at No. 
406 Kast Ninth street, the disease be- 
ing of the confluent form, and the con- 
ditions of the little one very serious. 
There are ten other members of the 
same family in the house, and one of 
the other children is afflicted with 
diphtheria. All the members of this 
family except the baby had been 
vaccinated when the disease became 
prevalent in. what has since been 
known as the infected district, and 
how the child could have become in- 
fected no one knows. The place is 
not far from the residence of the un- 
fortunate Webb family in which there 
have been several cases, and Health 
Officer Powers said yesterday that it 
Was possible for Common house flies to 
have carried the disease from one ‘place 
to the other. The house is, of course, 
under quarantine, and will remain so 
for the usual period, 

The other case is considered quite 
serious in point of danger to other 
people in the neighborhood. It is at 
No. 256 Winston street, the patient be- 
ing Mrs. Reed, a woman of middle age. 
She resided until a week or so ago 
on Wall street in a house adjoining a 
residence in which there was “a case 
of smallpox. She was placed under 
quarantine and was vaccinated, but 
not soon enough to prevent infection, 
as it was not known that she had 
been. exposed. When the disease be- 
came so prevalent on Wall street she 
moved to her present residence. The 
physicians attached to the health office 
learned yesterday that she had been 
feeling ill for several days, but did 
not call a physician. During that 
time, she was called upon by a number 
of women in the neighborhood, and 
one in particular, an old French wo- 
man, was very attentive to her. Yester- 
day morning the case was reported as 
suspected sMallpox, and when Health 
Officer Powers went there he dis- 
covered that she was suffering from 
that disease. The house was at once 
quarantined and two officers were 
placed there. In spite of their vigi- 
lance the French woman insisted upon 
going into the sick room, declaring 
she was not afraid of smallpox. She 
again visited Mrs. Reed,-and then re- 
turned home. © She was then placed in 
quarantine herself, but she declares she 
will come and go as _ she pleases. 
The disease is not of virulent form, but

Some of the 
evidence of the accusers was too vile 
for publication, and nothing that they 
stated was new to the board. At the 
conclusjon of the hearing the follow- 
ing motion, presented by Commissioner 
Teed. “was adopted: 
“After investigating the charges 
against the-foreman of Elysian Park, I 
find that the matter has been exag- 
gerated. and that no time has been lost 
on account of the limited amount of 
beer that’ was drunk in the park, and 
that the employés did not know that 
it was a violation of the rules. It is 
therefore moved that the charges be 
dismissed, and that the foreman be 
reprimanded and instructed that any 
violation of the rules adopted by this 
board at the meeting held February 
23. 1899. will be sufficient cause for the 
dismissal of any park employé; also, 
it will be expected that all employés 
of the parks will commence work at 
the uniform time of 7:30 a.m., and work 
diligently until 4:30 p.m., with one hour 
off at noon, and that any one disre- 
garding this rule will be discharged; 
also, that the discussion of politics 
and religion during working hours is 
strictly- prohibited, and that the-fore- 
men of the several parks be held __re- 
sponsible for any shirking of duty on 
the part of any of the men under him.” 


WILL DEFY THE COMMISSION. 


Effort to Be Made to Bore for Oil 
Without a Permit. 

At the last meeting of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners it was reported to 
the board that there was much opposi- 
tion among property-owners to a peti- 


tion that had been presented before the 


commission, asking permission to op- 
erate a steam plant for the purpose of 


boring for oil on or near Brooklyn ave- 
‘The petition 


nue, in--Boyle Heights. 
was ordered placed on file, the mem- 
bers not expressing any opinion on the 
matter. but deciding by their action 
that they would not now grant the 
petition. 

Since then certain of the property- 
owners who reside,in the vicinity of 
the proposed .location of the oil well 
have received information that the 
Fire Commission is to be defied; . that 
the work on the well is to proceed at 
once without the necessary permit. 
This information is emphasized by the 
fact that all the tools and appliances 
near the proposed well have been de- 
livered, and that preparations are be- 
ing made to begin the erection of the 
steam plant preparatory to the work 
of actually drilling the well. This has 
aroused the people in that vicinity, and 
they are now circulating a_ petition to 
the Council to assist them in their ef- 
forts to protect their property from 


what they. consider the blight of the oil 


industry. One of the owners of prop- 
erty there, who is circulating a copy 
of the petition, said yesterday: ‘We 
have been told, that this company will 
drill its well there, in spite of the 
commission, unless the work is stopped. 
Now. we know what the experience of 
the Westlake district has been, and 
we do not want the same experience 


in our part of the city. The people of 


Boyle Heights will not have that well 
there if they can help it, and I think 
we can prevent it. A new street rail- 
way is soon to be built along Brooklyn 
avenue, and we think it will materially 
enhance the value of our property, and 
we do not want any counter-influences. 
If the commission is to be defied and 
the Council will not help us, we will 


perry the matter into the courts.” 


Fire-engine House Plans. 

At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Public Works today the Board of 
Fire Commissioners will meet with ¢he 
Councilmen composing that body for 
the purpose of examining the plans that 
have been submitted for the proposed 
new fire-engine houses. There are a 
large number of ‘these plans, all being 
generally much the same, but differing 
in detail. The floor plans desired were 
given to the architects in advance, and 
they were called upon simply to sub- 
mit plans for the elevations of the 
proposed houses. It is the intention of 
the boards to have the new houses 
erected.as soon as possible. The new 
apparatus, avhich is to be placed in 
them, will be received long before the 
houses are ready, and it will have to be 
stored temporarily, unless other ar- 
rangements can be made. 


Treasurer’s Monthly Report. 

City Treasurer Hartwell has filed in 
the office of the City Clerk his report 
for the month of February. The report 
shows that the cash on hand January 
31 amounted to $506,091.52. During Feb- 
ruary the transfers and apportionments 
were $20,049.60, and the receipts $27,- 
037.57, making the total cash available 
for the month amount to $553,178.69.

Closed a Bridge.

Mrs. Smith was, previous to her marriage, 
Mariana W. de Coronel, and after the will 
contest had ended alleges in her complaint 
that she transferred and conveyed all of her 
Teal estate holdings, notes, mortgages and 
Securities, including $14,000 in gold, to her 
husband. Mrs. smith avers that she did this 
in order to avoid any legal difficulties that 
might result from the complications over the 
Coronel will contest, but the transfer was 
made in trust for her, and for her benefit. 

The plaintiff asked for an order restrain- 
ing the defendant, her husband, from dispos- 
ing of any of the property, and an attach- 
ment was sued out tying the property up 
pending a hearing.

The plaintiff alleged 
that on January 19, 1894, he executed to the 
defendant under her then name, Mariana W. 
de Coronel, a note for $1708, and to secure its 
payment he gave a mortgage on 64.88 acres 
of land in the ray gee Ballona. On May 
8, 1896, this note and mortgage were con- 
veyed by her to her husband, C. Edgar 
Smith. 

On April 12, 1897, Machado avers that he 
paid $274.55 on account of the note, and is 
now willing to pay the balance outstanding 
but is confronted by a curious condition. 
Dr. Smith holds the note and mortgage and 
contends that he is entitled tv the balance 
of principle and interest. On. the other. 
hand, Mrs. Smith has brought suit for the 
purpose among things of compelling her 
husband to convey to her the note and mort- 
gage, alleging that they were transferred 
in trust for her benefit, and that she is the 
equitable owner ‘and entitled. to them. 

In these premises Machado agks. that 
both defendants be’made to inter ead and 
litigate their respective claims. 


TWICE-TOLD TALE. 


A Sensation That Existed in: Con- 
Stable’s Imagination, 

About two weeks ago Constable P. L. Lo- 
pez of San Fernando arrested a Mexican 
named W. Coronado, on a complaint ‘for bat- 
tery that had been issued in July, 1897. Some 
excitement was caused “by the arrest when it 
became known that the’ real purport of the 
arrest was that Coronado should be charged 
and tried for the murder of Ramon Buelna, 
who met his death during a drunken quarrel 
at Calabasas during a Fourth of July cele- 
bration and a Mexican ball. 

At least four men participated in the fight 
which took place, and several complaints 
were afterward issued from the District At- 
torney’s office. A charge of battery was at 
the time preferred against Coronado, but un- 
til recently he escaped arrest. 

Yesterday he was brought up before Jus- 
tice Barclay at San Fernando, and the exam- 
ination took a ludicrous turn. Refugio Perez 
was the complaining witness against Coro- 
nado two years ago, and upon his representa- 
tion the battery complaint was issued. Yes- 
terday when he went upon the witness stand 


having killed Ramon Buelna. Deputy Dis- 
trict-Attorney Willis, who attended to prose- 
cute the case, pricked his ears, for it ap- 
peared as if, despite Constable Lopez’s state- 
ment, Buelna’s slayer was on the witness 
stand and not the prisoners’. dock. Sure 
enough Perez went on to tell of his having 
stabbed Buelna during the drunken fight, and 
how he had been arrested and the case 
against him dismissed. An examination of 
the records of the court where the examina-— 
tion was then being held revealed .the fact 
that in truth Perez had been examined on 
the murder charge, and on motion of the 
then Assistant District Attorney the case had 
been dismissed, as it appeared that Perez had 
acted in self-defense. 

Notwithstanding this revelation of the true 
status of the case, much of the old-time tes- 
timony had to be gone over again-in order 
to prove the battery against Coronado. But 
even here there was another failure, for four 
witnesses came orward and testified that the 
defendant was the man who tried to hold 
Buelna, getting after Perez with a knifa and 
the latter conceded that Coronado never had 
struck him. The case against Coronado was 
dismissed, and what promised to develop 
into a sensational murder trial dwindled 
down into a niere matter of Justice’s fees 
and witnesses’ mileage.

The Saloon from a Financial Stand- 
point. 


W. R. GOODING,.Los Angeles: We 
have 200 licensed saloons in Los An- 
geles, and a good many that are not 
licensed. In order to run a small 
saloon we must consider the license fee, 
the rental of the building, the employ- 
fair wages for the proprietor. As it is 
said that the breweries furnish the 
stock they need not be counted in. As 
it cannot be known definitely what is 
spent in a year in this city for liquor, 
let us make a very low estimate. A 
saloon must sell at least $50 worth of 
liquor daily. on the average, to pay 
expenses,and make a profit. Two. hun- 
dred saloons at $50 a day (and this is 
‘too low an estimate in the aggregate,) 
means $10,000 each day spent (for 
liquor. Multiply this by 300 days, and 
we have $3,000,000 a year. Cut this in 
two. and we have $1,500,000 per year— 
for. what. purpose?. For food, or cloth- 
ing. or for the families of those who 
drink? No one will say so. The city 
gets the license fees, the courts get the 
results of the drinking, and the police 
get their pay. How much of this 
money goes into. schoolhouses, or pub- 
lic buildings, or churches, or homes? 
As a financial investment does a saloon 
pay the city? No sane man will say 
ves. We leave out of the question the 
moral effect of a saloon, as everybody 
knows what that is. 


Our Expensive Legislature. 

RANCBER, San Fernando: I noticed 
in The Times of last Sunday a short 
rommunication from E. G. F. in regard 
to the expenses of our present Legisla- 
ture, aside from the per diem and mile- 
age of the members. This is*a mat- 
ter which should, and probably will, 
receive more attention than has been 
given to it in the past, for it is of vital 
Winterest to the great body of taxpay- 


anxious as myself to know why, in ad- 
dition to his own pay, it should cost $10 
per day for each and every member of 
the Legislature to keep that body in 
running order. Unless this shall be sat- 
isfactorily explained, there may be 
trouble in store for some whose polit- 
ical aspirations are not yet fully sat- 
isfied. Our taxes have been increased 
during the past few years by increas- 
ing the valuation of our land until, in 
times like the present, they are a tre- 
mendous and grievous burden. Last 
vear we not only derived no income 
‘from our land, but we lost all the labor 
and seed put upon it, and this year 
bids fair to be no better than last. 
The raising of our tax money has been 
a serious matter, materially crippling 
our ability to provide even the neces- 
saries of life for our families, and if 
any part of the funds thus raised has 
been used to pay exorbitant salaries, 
unnecessary officers, or other useless 
expenses, we shall regard such expen- 
diture as a gross breach of a sacred 
trust. and nothing short of the polit- 
ical death of every man in any way re- 
sponsible therefor can adequately atone 
for the treachery. We are not in a 
mood to deal tenderly with any person 
who has unnecessarily added the 
weight of a straw to the load under 
which we were already staggering. 

Many are beginning to think that 
our Legislature is run by either knaves 
or fools, or perhaps by a combination 
of both, and is a curse to the State. A 
few days ago I heard a_ thoughtful 
man, one who has never been accused 
of rashness, express the-opinion that 
had the affairs of the State been en- 
trusted to one sensible, fair-minded 
man, they would have been infinitelv 
better administered than they have 
been by our Legislature, and there was 
not a dissenting voice among his lis- 
teners, although every man was a Re- 
publican.

Irrigation Canals—Legisiature Com- 
meéends Gen, W, Shafter. 

PHOENIX March 7.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The corporations most 
concerned in securing water storage 
for the Salt River Valley are begin- 
ning to talk business. Dr. A. J. Chana- 
ler, manager of the Consolidated Mesa 
Canal Company, and C. J. Hall, re- 
ceiver of the Arizona Canal Company, 
are off for New York, where they go 
to treat with the representatives of 


Company, the corporation that holds 
possession of the noted, dam site on 
Salt River, below the mouth of Tonto 
Creek. 

Dr. Chandler has at his back Million- 
aires Bowen and Ferry of Detroit. Be- 
hind Mr. Hall are the bondholders of 
the Arizona canal. These canals are 


Salt River Valley, the Arizona on the 
northern side of the river and Con- 
solidated on the southern. Both are 
ditches of rather late date, and both 
need .stored water to an intense de- 
gree, 

Substantially the owners of the Hud- 
son Company’s franchises and surveys 
are the Mann Bros., of New York, con- 
stituting a firm that has high finan- 
cial rating and that is in a way an 
offshoot of the Morgan banking syn- 
dicate. The firm has made an offer 
for the canals. It will build the dam, 
@s projected, if given a substantial 
The original demand was 
that the Arizona Canal Company 
should take water for the irrigation 
of 150,000 acres, paying therefor $1 per 
acre, and the Consolidated should take 
enough for 125,000 acres, paying $1.50 
an acre, these charges to be annual; 
though presumably with limitations 
that would first allow the settlement 
and reclamation of the vast areas thus 
to be irrigated. 

Immense as is the area. specified, 
either canal can readliy ibe made to 


irrigation, the Arizona now might 
water 100,000 ‘acres, and the Codnsolidat-’ 
ed has even a greater amount of new 
land under its system. The land is all 
of the finest kind, and much of it, in 
the lee of the northern hills, is pecu- 
liarly well adapted for orange grow- 
ing. Though the canals are now among 
the largest in the west, ‘to meet the 
new conditions they would need to be 
enlarged fully 50 per cent. This work 
appears to-have been already begun 
on the Arizona which, owing to finan- 
cial difficulty, has not lately been 
maintained in the best of condition. 
Work has been started on an immense 
dredger, that is to scoov out the new 
canal at the rate of a cubic yard and 
a quarter every forty-five seconds. The 
main arm will be sixty-four feet long. 
For the construction of the dredger 
boat the canal company has just re- 
ceived ten carloads of selected Puget- 
Sound pine. The canal headgates and 
dam are to be materially 
and enlarged. The canal now is forty- 
two miles long, but the plows are al- 
ready going on an extension across 
the usually dry channel of the Agua 
Fria River, beyond which lie at least 
100,000 acres of virgin soil.

While important sales of real 
estate continue scarce, scarcely a day 
passes without a number of small 
transfers being made, and at the same 
time helders show no inclication to 
gacrifice their property, except in cases 
where they are in urgent need of cash. 

Coosidering the dryness ot the season, 
it might be supposed that there would 
be little or no demand for country 
property, yet such is by no means the 
case. In this a..d Orange and Riverside 
counties there have been, during the

territory. The result of oil operations 
on lots inside the city has not been al- 
together encouraging to individual op- 
erators, although it has been of great 
benefit to the community in general by 
placing a large amount of money in 
circulation and providing a cheap fuel 
for power. The expense attached to 
sinking so many wells close together, 
which have rapidly drained the oil de- 
posit, hasin many cases been so great 
as to ledve little net margin for profit, 
aad this is especially so where difficul- 
ties have been met with in caving 
‘ground, lost tools or the encountering 
of water. 

On the other hand, where a consider- 
able area of land can be leased or pur- 
chased in a territory which offers good 
indications of oil, the expense of drill- 
ing bears but a moderate proportion to 
the, prospective income. In the greater 
part of the oil territory tributary to 
Los Angeles, outside of Ventura county 
and Newhall, where drilling is more ex- 


pensive, a well may be sunk for about 


$3000. Then, the moment that oil is 
struck, the land increases enormously 
in value. 

Such being the case, it is not -surpris- 
ing that speculators and investors are 
actively inquiring for promising prop- 
erty of this description. Apart from the 
old. oil-bearing sections of Ventura 
county and Newhall, much encourage- 
ment has been met with during the past 
year around Fullerton, at Whittier and 
at Summerland, ‘in Santa Barbara 
county. The latest developments in 
this line are north of Summerland, 
along the coast, where a considerable 
area of land has been recently leased, 
and at Newport, in Orange county, 
where a company has been formed to 
bore for oil, in a formation which is 
-described by Prof. Watts of the State 
Mining Bureau, as being of a promis- 
ing character. As Mr. Watts is ex- 
tremely conservative in his statements, 
there is reason to anticipate that the 
Newport company may tap a valuable 
deposit. 

In this connection, The Times would 
renew its advice to owners of what may 
be valuable oil land, to exercise caution 
in making contracts. There are indi- 
cations that a few firms and companies 
are trying to tie up large sections of 
the oil-bearing territory. In making 
leases of oil land, care should be taken 
that the provisions in regard to the 
commencement and prosecution of work 
are made very plain. 

The exceptionally dry season, so far, 
has brought forcibly before land-owners 
the importance of the question of water 
supply. In some of the drier sections 
of the interior a number of wells have 
been sunk during the past few months, 
and generally with most encourag- 
ing results. It is scarcely necessary to 
enlarge upon the difference in value be- 
tween a quarter section of land which 
will not yield a crop of barley hay daur- 
ing a dry season, and one which will 
give a heavy crop of alfalfa, worth $10 
a ton in the field. 

A THOROUGHFARE WANTED. 

The extreme northwestern part of the 
city, north of the Santa Monica elec- 
tric line, as frequently referred to in 
these columns, is one of the most at- 
tractive and picturesque districts em- 
braced within the extensive city limits 
of Los Angeles. This section consists 
of a succession of rolling hills, com- 
manding magnificent views of the Ca- 
huenga Valley, with the ocean in the 
distance, and the Sierra Madre range 
of mountains. In spite of these attrac- 
tive features, this section is very 
-sparsely settled, the reason for which 
is that scarcely anything has been done 
there in the way of improvement. It 
has been neglected in every way. The 
people living there, although within 
two miles of the postoffice, do not have 
their mail delivered, and there is not 
even a decently graded thoroughfare by 
which the section may be approached. 
Sunset boulevard has been graded and 
graveled and mede a fine hundred-foot 
thoroughfare as far as Douglas street, 
from which point it is only a country 
Jane, although several years ago citi- 
zens put up.money and acquired suffi- 
cient frontage to widen this fine ave- 
nue as far as the city limits. Alvarado 
street. the natural approach to this 
section from the south, is not’ graded 
north of Temple street. 

Residents of the northwest are hop- 
ing that Councilman Baker will be able 
to do something for them during his 
present term of office.

NEW MILL IN NEW MEXICO. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat says 
that Dr. G. W. Snyder, a Chicago capi- 
talist, who has been investigating some 


mining properties in the White Moun- 


tain range in New Mexico, has organ- 
ized a syndicate to develop the proper- 
ties. The syndicate is said to have a 
large capital, and intend erecting a 
$250,000 mining mill at Parson City, N: 
M., as soon as the organization has 


been completed and the properties suf- 


ficiently developed. 
THE SMELTING COMBINATION. 
The Wall-street, New York, Journal, 
speaking of the proposed combination 
of smelters in the United States, says: 
“Options have been secured on all the 
principal smelting companies of the 
country, for the purpose of consolida- 
tion, with the exception of those owned 
by Guggenheim, located in Mexico, 
Perth Amboy, N. J., and Pueblo, Colo. 
Moore & Schley, it is understood, hold 
these options, and it is stated, as soon 
as final details are completed, a new 
company will be formolly organized. 
Those which will go into the consolfda- 
tion are the Omaha and Grant Com- 
pany, the Consolidated Kansas City 
Smelting and Refining compa _the. 
National Smelting Company, the Uniteg 
Smelting Company, the Pueblo Smelt- 
ing Company, and the Germania 
Smelting Company. The present capl!- 
talization of these companies is $25,000, - 
000, and the annual net profits range 
from 12 to 15 per,cent. The capitaliza- 
tion of the new company will probably 
be around $50,000,000, divided equally 
into preferred and common stock. The 
new company will be authorized to 
mine, smelt and refine ore into silver, 
gold, lead, copper, and other constiutent 
quantities. There is not lkely to be 
any friction from the fact that so im- 
portant a concern as the Guggenheim’'s 
had declined to be included in the con- 
solidation, as there will be an under- 
standing that the present arrangements 
respecting the interchange busines 
will not be sériously disturbed.”’ 


MINING NOTES.

000. The sum of $15,000 was paid down,

sion is taken, and the balance in 1900.

| What we term ‘weathered,’ and, I pre-

there is no end of it. 

“All the conditions seém to me suita- 
ble for quarrying San Pedro Moun- 
tain stone. There are springs of water 
there even,’ but water is not much of 
a factor at a quarry. The principal 
qualification which the place possesses, 
aside from its nearness to San Pedro, is 
that the stone could be gotten to the 
harbor by gravitation, sav ing expense 
of railroads and barges.” 

Investigations of Palo Verdes rock 
have been made, and it was pronounced 
too soft. This does not necessarily in- 
validate Prof. Watts’s theory, however, 
which, as stated above, is that though 
the vock is soft outside it may be, and 
likely is, hard enough underneath.
